are n ot to ju dg e on e an other in 
m atters of formal con du ct, an d

the log ic of this ru le wou ld seem | 
to be that each man shou ld actj 
accordin g to the dictates of his 
own con scien ce withou t refer­ 
en ce to what he thin ks of others 
or what others thin k of him. 
Bu t Pau l immediately g oes on 
to poin t ou t that thou g h we are I 
n ot to ju dg e others there is a 
sen se in which we may liv e | 
abov e this plan e of ju dg men t in 
n ot pu ttin g occasion of offen se 
in ou r brother’s way . 
I hav e often dou bted how far 
Pau l wou ld u phold this ru le in 
ou r modern life. Sometimes I 
thin k that we hav e taken ad­ 
v an tag e of Pau l’s ru le to en cou r­ 
ag e a carpin g an d critical spirit 
which Pau l himself con demn ed. 
In dev elopin g strict attitu des

Now toward this situ ation Pau l 
took rather a practical an d com­ 
mon sen se attitu de. He seemed 
to ag ree on the whole with those 
who said that the idol was n oth­ 
in g , that the meat was g ood for 
food to those who ate it withou t 
qu estion in g , bu t he saw, also, 
that there was the problem of 
n u rtu rin g these weaker breth­ 
ren an d brin g in g them to a po­ 
sition of stren g th. Pau l did this 
by assertin g defin itely the Chris­ 
tian prin ciples of liberty , an d by 
in terpretin g the wisdom of a 
practical action in the presen ce 
of those prin ciples. The trou ble 
is that so often in adju stin g 
m atters of this kin d an d in try ­ 
in g to adapt ou rselv es to the po­ 
sition of the weaker brother we 


redu ce the prin ciples themselv es 
to weakn ess an d make the lib­ 
erty of Christ really of n o effect. 
The Practical Side 
A lesson like this is to be 
stu died as mu ch in the lig ht of 
its larg e prin ciple as in the lig ht 
of its lesSer application in prac­ 
tical ex perien ce. When men al­ 
low n arrown ess an d preju dice 
an d smalln ess of v iew to ru le 
their con du ct in stead of liv in g 
u pon the plan e of hig h prin ci­ 
ple an d mag n an imity towarc 
their fellow men , in thou g ht an d 
in action , the cau se of tru e re­ 
lig ion su ffers; ev en Christian ity 
itself becomes a m atter of ru les 
an d reg u lation s an d n eg ation s, 
rather than a m atter of a free 
spirit man ifestin g itself in larg e­ 
n ess of aspiration for rig ht liv ­ 
in g an d for serv ice in the spirit 
of lov e. 
It makes a g reat deal of dif­ 
feren ce whether we in terpret 
Christian ity in its affirmativ e 
g lory or limit it to a .matter of 
n eg ation an d restraiilt.

back almo st 100 y ears ago to 
1834 . 
Andrew Jackso n was p resident 
then and Americans had their 
hands 
fu ll 
with 
a co ntinent 
waiting to be co nq u ered. 
Bu t England, indu strialized in 
the sense o f that day , already 
was tro u bled by u nemp lo y ment. 
The term wasn’t u sed in 1834 
as a sy mbo l fo r a so cial tro u ble. 
Unemp lo y ment was regarded as 
an attitu de of the indiv idu al. 
The p o o r law o f tha t y ear, 
ho wev er, to o k it into acco u nt by 
reaso ning that 
all 
tha t was 
needed to end u nemp lo y ment 
was 
to 
p ro v ide 
tests sev ere 
eno u gh to driv e men back to 
wo rk befo re relief was granted. 
The theo ry hardly seems so ­ 
cially alert in these day s, bu t, 
mo re o r less, with su ch altera­ 
tio ns as a changing 
natio nal 
tem p er and so cial fabric p ro ­ 
du ced, tha t was the centu ry ’s 
gestu re to ward the p ro blem of 
the wo rkless. 
The im p o rtant y ears hav e been 
in this centu ry , p articu larly the 
last 20. 
In 1905 a ro y al co mmissio n 
made the first stu dy into means 
o ther than p o o r laws “fo r m eet­ 
ing the distress arising fro m u n­ 
emp lo y ment, p articu larly du ring 
p erio ds of sev ere indu strial de­ 
p ressio n.” 
Its findings started 
the ball ro lling to ward an o r­ 
ganized scheme o f u nemp lo y ­ 
m ent insu rance. 
The first natio nal co mp u lso ry 
insu rance act was p ased in 1911. 
It was the first of its magnitu de 
in the wo rld, and o ther attem p ts 
had no t been p articu larly su c- 
cessfu ll. The idea, ho wev er, was 
no t new to English trade u nio ns, 
which p racticed it o n a limited 
scale. 
Daring and radical was the 
p ro p o sal which W insto n C hu r­ 
chill, 
then 
p resident 
of 
the 
bo ard o f trade, intro du ced o n 


behalf o f a Co nserv ativ e go v ern­ 
ment. 
At the same time a natio nal 
sy stem of labo r ex changes was 
started and 
the two schemes 
hav e do v etailed ev er since. 
Each y ear since 1911 has seen 
a new mo del o f the p lan, bu t 
the basic design has remained 
the same. 
Largely the changes 
hav e been ex changes to co v er 
mo re indu stries. 
Now all p erso ns, either sex ,

G reat Britain are req u ired to be 
insu red, 
ex cep t farm wo rkers 
and do mestic serv ants and cer­ 
tain o ther white co llar classes.

When it was inau gu rated Eng­ 
land was ex p ecting a-p erio d o f 
dep ressio n and the measu re was 
fo rward-lo o king.

Instead came the war and u n­ 
emp lo y ment was u nheard of. 
In 1920 the act was recast and 
since then has been su bjected 
to co nstant strains thro u gh the 
dep ressio n which has clu ng to

threatened to the who le stru c­ 
tu re.”

UTILITY STRIDES 
To understand the strides that have been made 
in the field of advertising, it is necessary to con­ 
sider more than the bare dollars and cents in­ 
crease. Advertising has become an educator, in 
the true meaning of the word. This is best dem­ 
onstrated by the adoption of this means by the 
large public utilities to build appreciation for 
their services. 
The belief once prevailed that advertising was 
needed only where competition existed. Because 
of this view, public utilities looked upon adver­ 
tising as useless expense in their business, due to 
the widespread consolidation of utilities to avoid 
duplication of services by capital and labor. 
Then there rose up demagogues who traded on 
the feeling in every American that he should not 
be restricted in bestowing his patronage. This 
class of politicians resorted to the utility-baiting 
practice to conceal their real motives. 
In self defense, the utilities had to turn to ad­ 
vertising. It is the testimony of an Oklahoma gas 
and electric company, that this was a wise de­ 
cision on the part of the utilities. By educating 
their consumers regarding the value of monopo­ 
ly in the utility field, to avoid duplication and 
thus reduce operating expenses, the utilities have 
been enabled to effect savings through elim­ 
ination of wasteful friction, needless and expen­ 
sive rate cases and costly disputes. 
Last year the electric light and power indus­ 
try spent approximately $10,000,000, or six- 
tenths of one per cent of its gross income, in ad­ 
vertising. Many individual companies spent as 
much as one per cent. This meant about three- 
fourths of one penny per month on the average 
consumer’s bill. 
The utility companies know from experience 
that advertising pays because its use has been 
reflected in lessened costs, which means cheaper 
rates to the consumer. Thus advertising becomes 
not an expense, but an economy. 


HAS DECAY SET IN? 
Not infrequently someone causes a stir with 
the old, old cry that civilization is decaying and 
that the world is headed straight for perdition. 
If the remarks of this calamity seer are care­ 
fully analyzed, in the majority of cases it will 
be found that he has a pet “grouch.” He has 
“specialized” on one form of present-day diver­ 
sion of people, and too close study has convinced 
him everything is wrong. He doesn’t see clearly. 
It may be prohibition, or it may be immoral­ 
ity. It may be the movies or it may be apparent 
lack of reverence for the religious or social stan­ 
dards of past generations. 
Whatever it is, we can’t afford to take these 
one-sided people too seriously. The fancied evils 
of socièty today are no more serious than were 
the troubles of the generations that has passed. 
Remember when every boy who read dime nov­ 
els was believed to be on the road to a career of 
crime?

ing attitudes. He says that we 
are not to judge one another in 
matters of formal conduct, and 
the logic of this rule would seem 
to be that each man should act 
according to the dictates of his 
own conscience without refer- 
ence to what he thinks of others 
or what others think of him. 


But Paul immediately goes on 


to point out that though we are 
not to judge others there is a 
sense in which we may live 
above this plane of judgment in 
not putting occasion of offense 
in our brother's way. 


I have often doubted how far 


Paul would uphold this rule in 
our modem life. Sometimes I 
think that we have taken ad- 
vantage of Paul's rule to encour- 
age a carping and critical spirit 
which Paul himself condemned. 
In developing strict attitudes 
concerning things that are not 
wrong in themselves we have 
been in danger of making con- 
cessions to weakness and of ac- 
cording far too much power to 
critical and censorious people 
who are not really weak but who 
like to find fault with others. 


There are times when it would 


seem we should say to men and 
women, "Live your life upon its 
own basis. Do not be influenced 
simply by what others are do- 
ing, but realizing that God will 
give you guidance and help plan 
and do for yourself what you 
believe to be right." 


One thing is certain, that in 


the present world 
strong conscientious 


we need 
characters 


who do not fear the criticisms 
of their fellow men, who do riot 
hesitate to do what they believe 
to be right, and who are not 
unduly hesitant in refraining 
from courses of action that they 
would follow were it not for the 
fear of their censorious breth- 
ren. 


But haying said, this, one 


must recognize also that a sit- 
uation much like that which 
confronted Paul fe always found 
where problems of conduct arise 
One of the most acute problems 
concerning these early Chris- 
tians was that of eating meal 
offered to idols. When such an 
offering was made the carcass 
was not entirely consumed, and 
the unconsumed portions were 
sold in the shambles or market 
stalls. Probably it was just as 
good meat as other meat. There 
were some Christians who, rec- 
ognizing this, bought it for food 
but others said, "It has been of- 
fered to idols, therefore, we can- 
not eat it."

L lesson like this is to 


the fact that it has even been 
offered to idols?" So they ate 
it with a good conscience. But 
then- weaker brethren 'could not 
quite see it in that light, and 
probably there were those out- 
side of Christian circles alto- 
gether who regarded the eating 
of the meat offered to idols as 
inconsistent with Christian pro- 
fession. 


Now toward this situation Paul 


took rather a practical and com- 
mon sense attitude. He seemed 
to agree on the whole with those 
who said that the idol was noth- 
ing, that the meat was good for 
food to those who ate it without 
questioning, but he saw, also, 
that there was the problem of 
nurturing these weaker breth- 
ren and bringing them to a po- 
sition of strength. Paul did this 
by asserting definitely the Chris- 
tian principles of liberty, and by 
interpreting the wisdom of a 
practical action in the presence 
of those principles. The trouble 
is that so often in adjusting 
matters of this kind and in try- 
ing to adapt ourselves to the po- 
sition of the weaker brother we 


be 
studied as much in the light oi 
its large principle as in the 
of its lesser application in prac- 
tical experience. When men al- 
low narrowness and prejudice 
and smallness of view to rule 
their conduct instead of living 
upon the plane of high princi- 
ple and magnanimity towan 
their fellow men, in thought and 
hi action, the cause of true re- 
ligion suffers; even Christianity 
itself becomes a matter of rules 
and regulations and negations 
rather than a matter of a free 
spirit manifesting itself in large 
ness of aspiration for right Uv 
ing and for service in the spiri 
of love.

Each year since 1911 has seen 


a new model of the plan, but 
the basic design has remained 
the same. Largely the changes 
have been exchanges to cover 
more industries. 


Now all persons, either sex, 


employed under 
contract in 


Great Britain are required to be 
insured, except farm workers 
and domestic servants and cer- 
tain other white collar classes. 
There are approximately twelve 
million persons so insured. 


When it was inaugurated Eng- 


land was expecting a-period of 
depression and the measure was 
forward-looking. 


Instead came the war and un- 


employment was unheard of. 


In 1920 the act was recast and 


since then has been subjected 
to constant strains through the 
depression which has clung to 
England until even the ministry 
of labor believes that "danger is 
threatened to the whole struc- 
ture." 
It is important to note that 


the scheme of unemployment for 
England is not the creature of 
the labor party, although that 
political group has shaped its 
recent destiny, but all three, at 
one tune or another, was started 
by the Conservatives.

UTILITY STRIDES 


To understand the strides that have been made 


in the field of advertising, it is necessary to con- 
sider more than the bare dollars and cents in- 
crease. Advertising has become an educator, in 
the true meaning of the word. This is best dem- 
onstrated by the adoption of this means by the 
large public utilities to build appreciation for 
their services. 


The belief once prevailed that advertising was 


needed only where competition existed. Because 
of. this view, public utilities looked upon adver- 
tising as useless expense in their business, due to 
the widespread consolidation of utilities to avoid 
duplication of services by capital and labor. 


Then there rose up demagogues who traded on 


the feeling in every American that he should not 
be restricted in bestowing his patronage. This 
class of politicians resorted to the utility-baiting 
practice to conceal their real motives. 


In self defense, the utilities had to turn to ad- 


vertising. It is the testimony of an Oklahoma gas 
and electric company, that this was a wise de- 
cision on the part of the utilities. By educating 
their consumers regarding the value of monopo- 
ly in the utility field, to avoid duplication and 
thus reduce operating expenses, the utilities have 
been enabled to effect savings through elim- 
ination of wasteful friction, needless and expen- 
sive rate cases and costly disputes. 


Last year the electric light and power indus- 


try spent approximately $10,000,000, or six- 
tenths of one per cent of its gross income, in ad- 
vertising. Many individual companies spent as 
much as one per cent. This meant about three- 
fourths of one penny per month on the average 
consumer's bill. 


The utility companies know from experience 


that advertising pays because its use has been 
reflected in lessened costs, which means cheaper 
rates to the consumer. Thus advertising becomes 
not an expense, but an economy. 


HAS DECAY SET IN? 


Not infrequently someone causes a stir with 


the old, old cry that civilization is decaying and 
that the world is headed straight for perdition. 


If the remarks of this calamity seer are care- 


fully analyzed, in the majority of cases it will 
be found that he has a pet "grouch." He has 
"specialized" on one form of present-day diver- 
sion of people, and too close study has convinced 
him everything is wrong. He doesn't see clearly. 


It may be prohibition, or it may be immoral- 


ity. It may be the movies or it may be apparent 
lack of reverence for the religious or social stan- 
dards of past generations. 


Whatever it is, we can't afford to take these 


one-sided people too seriously. The fancied evils 
of society today are no more serious than were 
the troubles of the generations that has passed.

Soil Losses in Indiana From 


Erosion Estimated Yearly 


at $50,000,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 18— 


One more large forest tract—a 
•cog in the machine the state 
conservation department hopes) 
to expand to two-million acres 
deemed necessary to prevent an- 
nual soil loss of millions of dol- 
lars through erosion — is being 
rapidly developed, Richard Lieb- 
er, conservation director, an- 
nounced today. 


This is known as the Morgan^ 


Monroe County State Forest, 
consisting of 10,000 acres, and 
was acquired during the past 
two years. The forest lies four 
miles due south of Martinsville. 


The 10,000 acre tract is 90 per 


cent wooded, with the remainder 
in old fields no longer under cul- 
tivation. According to Ralph F. 
Wilcox, state forester, cultiva- 
tion on the hillsides have per- 
mitted gullies to wash away 
much of the hillside soil. Fires 
in the past burnet this area

many times causing great de- 
struction. 


In the department's program 


for rebuilding this tract, 556,000 
trees and'walnuts were planted 
this year to reclaim the waste 
fields. This number replanted 
500 acres. These plantings are 
to be used as 
experimental 


tracts to demonstrate the proper 
species and methods of refores- 
tation for use later on similar 
state and private lands. A fire 
observatory 
tower also 
was 


arected. The new state forest 
contains some splendid timber; 
also offers recreational 
facili- 


ties. The topography is very 
ailly. 
Excellent 
young tulip, 


walnut, ash, maple and oak sec- 
ond growth occur. The forest 
also is being stocked with pheas- 
ants and wild turkeys through 
assistance of the fish and game 
division. 


Since Indiana imports $32,- 


000,000 worth of lumber each 
year, yet has 2,000,000 acres of 
cut-over, 
fire-devastated 
and 


waste areas awaiting reforesta- 
tion, a system of state forests 
will provide the domain with 
thousands of dollars worth of 
home grown lumber, Wilcox 
contends. The economic value of 
such a conservation program is 
further stressed by this official 
in that local labor and wood- 
using industries will benefit in 
the future by this constructive 
forestry program. 


Wilcox estimates that the soil 


loss of Indiana from washing 
away or erosion is $50,000,000 a 
year aside from the damage 
caused by the silt filling stream 
channels and causing floods. 
Forest cover will prevent this 
damage, he charges.
